PHYSICAL  AND  GEOGRAPHICAL  CHARACTERS  OF  SEAFORD,  1913. 


Seaford  is  situated  on  the  South  Coast  between  Eastbourne  on  the  east  and 
Newhaven  on  the  west.  The  coast  line  makes  a  gentle  curve  to  the  north  from 
Newhaven,  thus  forming  the  Bay  of  Seaford,  which  looks  towards  the  south-west. 
Seaford  is  protected  from  the  north  by  the  South  Downs,  and  from  the  east  by  the 
range  of  South  Downs  which  ends  in  Beachy  Head.  The  river  Cuckmere  drains 
the  surface  water  from  the  east  of  the  District,  while  on  the  west  flows  the  river  Ouse. 

The  rising  ground  on  the  north  of  Seaford  is  over  200  feet  above  the  sea  level, 
to  which  the  ground  fails  by  an  easy  slope. 

The  sub-soil  on  which  Seaford  rests  is  the  upper  chalk  of  the  upper  Cretaceous 
formation,  while  scattered  through  the  district  are  found  pockets  of  valley-gravel, 
Woolwich  and  Reading  beds  of  lower  Eocene  formation  with  clay  and  flints. 

The  Physical  features  of  the  district  should  make  the  climate  of  Seaford  a 
most  desirable  one,  the  Town  should  be  an  excellent  residential  health-resort  and 
an  ideal  seaside  watering-place. 


The  Vital  Statistics  for  the  year  1913  are  set  out  in  the  i)receding  tables.  The 
population  estimated  to  the  middle  of  the  year  has  slightly  exceeded  the  general 
rate  of  increase  during  the  past  ten  years.  This  increase  is  due  chiefly  to 
immigration. 

The  Number  of  Births  registered  during  the  year  1913  was  72 — 40  males,  32 
females  and  none  illigitimate. 

These  births  were  equal  to  a  birth-rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  living  at  all 
ages  of  13‘8.  This  is  a  very  low  birth-rate  and  the  lowest  recorded  in  the  district 
for  the  past  ten  years. 

The  Number  of  Deaths  registered  during  1913  was  37  ;  of  these  five  were 
visitors  and  five  belonging  to  Seaford  died  elsewhere,  so  that  the  nett  deaths  were 
37. 

The  Death  Rate  was  7T  and  is  the  lowest  recorded  in  the  district  for  the  past 
ten  years. 

The  Death-rate  from  chief  Infectious  Diseases  was  nil. 

The  Death-rate  from  Phthisis  was  nil,  and  the  death-rate  from  Respiratory 
Diseases  was  1’3  per  1,000. 

The  Senile  Mortality  was  37*8  per  centage  of  the  nett  deaths. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  was  equal  to  a  rate  of  98*5  per  1,000  of  the  registered 
births. 

The  chief  causes  of  death  were  two  from  Tuberculous  Meningitis,  one  from 
Tuberculous  Peritonitis,  two  from  Cancer,  three  from  Heart  Disease,  five  from 
Bronchitis,  two  from  Pneumonia,  one  from  Appendicitis,  two  from  Kidney  Disease, 
five  from  Congenital  Malformation,  Premature  Births,  &c.,  one  from  Accident  and 
12  from  other  defined  diseases. 

Two  Inquests  were  held. 

The  number  of  deaths  due  to  diseases  of  the  Respiratory  organs  was  somewhat 
larger. 

Nearly  half  the  total  number  of  deaths  occurred  in  persons  at  ages  of  65  and 
upwards. 

The  absence  of  deaths  due  to  Zymotic  or  Infectious  Diseases  and  Consumption 
calls  for  favourable  notice.

Four  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  removed  to  Hospital.  These  cases  were 
brought  into  the  district. 

To  illustrate  the  value  of  having  available  means  for  the  immediate  isolation 
of  infectious  illness,  the  following  case  may  be  mentioned  : — In  a  large  school  a 
young  lady  returned  from  France  ill  with  Scarlet  Fever,  within  24  hours  she  was 
removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  and  no  other  cases  occurred  in  the  school. 


One  case  of  Small-pox  occurred  in  a  lad  who  became  infected  from  cases  in  an 
adjoining  district.  The  lad  had  been  vaccinated  imperfectly  in  infancy  and  suffered 
with  the  illness  in  an  extremely  mild  form.  Owing  to  prompt  measures  of  isolation, 
quarantine,  disinfection  and  re-vaccination,  no  further  spread  of  the  disease  took 
place. 

Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. — Seven  cases  of  this  illness  were  notified  under  the 
Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1912,  and  four  cases  of  other  forms  of 
Tuberculosis  were  notified. 

Visits  were  paid  to  the  houses  where  these  cases  occurred,  directions  were  given 
and  disinfectants  supplied  where  necessary. 

Water  Supply. — The  water  supply  of  the  district  is  obtained  from  deep  wells 
in  the  chalk  at  Denton  in  the  Rural  District  of  Newhaven.  The  wells  have  been 
inspected  during  the  past  year.  The  water  is  supplied  under  constant  pressure  and 
is  of  excellent  quality  and  sufficient  in  quantity. 

Six  houses  remote  from  the  mains  of  the  Company  obtain  their  supply  from 
rain  water  tanks. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. — The  sewage  of  the  town  is  collected  in  pipe 
sewers  and  conveyed  to  and  discharged  into  the  sea  at  certain  periods  of  the  flow 
of  the  tide. 

The  Surveyor  reports  that  during  the  year  the  extension  of  the  outfall  sewer 
further  towards  the  sea  was  completed.  The  new  drainage  scheme  is  also  reported 
upon  as  working  satisfactory  and  instances  of  flooding  taking  place  as  formerly  have 
not  been  reported  during  the  year.  All  houses  with  the  exception  of  two  cottages  are 
now  connected  with  the  sewer,  and  thus  the  old  cesspools  previously  existing,  are 
done  away  with.  All  this  is  very  gratifying  and  must  tend  towards  the  improvement 
of  the  health  of  the  District.  All  sewers  are  ventilated  by  means  of  steel  columns 
and  well  flushed  at  regular  periods. 

Inspection  of  Meat,  Food,  Milk,  &C. — During  the  past  year  attention  has  been 
given  to  these  matters  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  Frequent  visits  are  made  to  the 
shops  supplying  articles  of  food.  The  Slaughter-houses  are  visited  during  the 
killing  of  animals.  Milk  supply  at  the  farms  and  in  the  shops  is  also  supervised. 

Slaughter-houses  in  the  District.  Two  are  registered  and  one  is  licensed. 

Public  Elementary  Schools. — These  buildings  have  been  frequently  inspected* 
The  premises  are  kept  clean  and  in  good  sanitary  condition. 

Scavenging. — House  refuse  is  removed  from  all  houses  once  a  week.  In 
several  parts  of  the  town  the  house  refuse  is  collected  twice  a  week.  The  Surveyor 
reports  that  the  work  of  scavenging  the  town  is  carried  out  satisfactory.  Covered 
carts  are  used  for  the  carting  of  the  rubbish.  The  material  and  Slaughter-house 
offal  is  taken  to  the  Destructor  and  burnt.  It  is  a  matter  for  congratulation  that 
the  Destructor  works  so  satisfactory  and  solves  the  problem  of  how  to  dispose  of 
the  Town’s  Refuse  without  a  nuisance.  Complaints  with  regard  to  removal  of 
house  refuse  are  now  absent  from  house-holders. 

An  excellent  Mortuary  is  provided. 

Public  Lavatories  for  Males  and  Females  are  provided,  together  with  a  Shelter 
on  the  Parade. 

Sanitary  Certificates. — Two  Certificates  with  respect  to  sanitation  of  houses 
have  been  applied  for  and  supplied. 

Complaints  were  received  during  the  year  from  nuisances  caused  by  deposits 
of  manure  in  allotment  gardens  and  the  prevalence  of  flies  due  to  these  deposits. 


It  was  suggested  that  the  owners  of  the  manure  should  dig  it  into  the  ground 
as  soon  as  ijossible  or  cover  it  with  earth.  The  suggestion  was  adopted. 

A  second  complaint  was  made  with  respect  to  pigs  causing  a  nuisance  by  reason 
of  want  of  cleanliness.  A  visit  was  paid  to  the  premises  by  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health.  Suggestions  were  made  for  the  proper  cleansing  of  the  premises,  these 
suggestions  were  carried  out  and  the  nuisance  was  abated. 

Application  was  made  with  respect  to  the  approval  of  sanitary  measures  to  be 
adopted  in  the  preparation  of  the  camping  ground  of  the  Territorials.  The  gi^ound 
was  inspected  and  proposed  site  and  measures  approved. 

Your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  visited  and  inspected  6  cottages  at  Chyngton 
with  respect  to  the  defective  drainage.  As  a  sewer  had  been  laid  to  within  a 
reasonable  distance  of  these  cottages,  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  certified  that  the 
want  of  drainage  caused  a  nuisance  and  eventually  the  houses  were  connected 
with  the  sewer. 

Your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  also  reported  that  he  had  visited  4  houses  13, 
14,  15,  16,  in  East  Street  and  found  them  unfit  for  human  habitation.  These 
houses  were  dealt  with  by  your  Council. 

Examination  of  Swabs  from  Throat. — Five  Swabs  were  examined  during  the 
past  year. 

Three  were  negative  and  two  positive. 

Sputum  for  Tuberculosis. — Two  specimens  were  examined  and  both  excluded 
the  tubercle  bacillus.

Housing  Accomodation  for  the  Working  Classes. — No  complaints  have  been 
received  that  there  is  a  want  of  House-accomodation  for  the  Working  Classes,  and 
Inspection  of  this  District  has  failed  to  disclose  any  want  of  houses  for  the  Working 
Classes. 

At  Seaford  it  appears  that  the  cottage  accomodation  is  sufficient. 

In  the  Summer  time  when  every  room  in  the  smaller  houses  is  let  undoubtedly 
over-crowding  takes  place. 

The  only  way  to  preA^ent  this  over-crowding  is  to  enforce  vigorously  the  bye¬ 
laws  with  respect  to  houses  let  in  lodgings.

Factories,  Workshops  and  Workplaces. — During  the  past  year  attention  has  been 
given  to  premises  registered  under  the  Factory  Acts.  126  Inspections  have  been 
made  and  6  notices  served,  5  notices  were  served  in  respect  to  nuisances  from  want 
of  cleanliness  and  1  on  account  of  other  defects.  The  notices  were  complied  with. 

The  number  of  premises  registered  was  45  and  included  5  Bakehouses  one 
underground,  3  Laundries,  5  Plumbers,  2  Brewers  and  Beer  bottlers,  1  Mineral 
Water  Factory,  1  Printer,  4  Bootmakers,  5  Builders,  3  Motor  Works. 

Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report. — The  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report  is  added  and  it 
shows  a  record  of  some  very  good  work  carried  out  during  the  past  year. 

The  Vital  Statistics  and  Report  generally  shows  a  satisfactory  condition  of 
affairs  existing  at  the  present  time  in  Seaford  and  it  is  important  that  your  Council 
should  exert  every  effort  to  maintain  the  most  perfect  sanitary  condition  of  the 
Town  on  account  of  the  number  of  young  persons  who  as  inhabitants  of  the  many 
Schools  now  erected  at  Seaford,  for  the  greater  part  of  the  year,  must  be  safeguarded. 

The  small  amount  of  infectious  illness  occurring  during  the  year  testifies  to 
the  care  taken  by  the  Principals  of  the  Colleges  and  Schools  and  the  absence  of 
such  illness  must  indicate  in  a  great  measure  the  energy  displayed  by  your  Council 
in  supervision  of  the  Food  Supply,  the  Milk  Supply,  the  Water  Supply,  Scavenging, 
Flushing  and  Ventilation  of  Sewers,  the  efficiency  of  the  sewers  and  discharge  into 
the  sea,  the  general  cleanliness  of  the  streets  and  parades.  The  provision  of  isolation 
for  Infectious  Diseases  and  the  thorough  frequent  and  complete  inspection  of  the 
smaller  houses  especially  in  the  older  parts  of  the  Town. 

The  Bye-laws  with  respect  to  houses  let  in  lodgings  should  be  more  strictly 
enforced. 

With  regard  to  the  Milk  Supply  the  provision  of  such  a  food  as  milk  for  the 
children  in  the  various  Schools  should  call  for  special  care  on  the  part  of  the  Milk 
Vendors.  The  complete  and  frequent  examination  of  their  stock  of  cows  in  order 
to  prevent  any  chance  of  tuberculous  milk  finding  its  way  into  the  Schools  should 
be  encouraged. 

Dairy-farmers  must  educate  themselves  up  to  the  needs  of  the  Public.  The 
Public  must  demand  and  see  that  they  get  a  clean  milk. 

At  the  present  it  cannot  be  too  plainly  stated  that  Dairymen  have  the  matter 
of  a  tuberculous-free  milk  in  their  own  hands  either  by  employing  a  Veterinary 
Surgeon  to  test  their  cows  Avith  one  of  the  several  tuberculosis  tests  which  is  a 
certain  test  when  applied  by  skilled  operators  or  by  frequently  sending  samples  of 
their  milk  to  proper  laboratories  to  be  tested  bacteriologically. 

The  Public  can  assure  themselves  of  a  pure  milk  if  they  will  take  the  trouble 
to  pasteurize  or  boil  their  milk  and  not  allow  children  to  drink  unboiled  milk. 

In  conclusion  I  have  to  acknowledge  with  thanks  the  kindness  and  courtesy 
extended  to  me  during  the  past  year  by  your  Council,  and  to  the  attention  your 
Council  has  given  to  any  reports  it  may  have  been  my  duty  to  bring  to  your  notice. 
My  thanks  are  due  to  the  Clerk  and  other  Officials  of  the  Council  for  the  assistance 
they  have  given  me  in  my  work.

Hospital  Provision. — Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria  and  Typhoid  only  are  removed  for 
isolation  and  treated  at  the  Newhaven  Urban  District  Council’s  Isolation  Hospital. 
Under  agreement  a  retention  fee  of  £75  per  annum  is  paid  and  £3  3s.  Od.  per 
week  per  case  admitted.  Four  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  sent  during  the  year. 


Premises  are  disinfected  free  of  charge  with  Formaline  Gas  and  Spray. 
Bedding  and  clothing  when  necessary  treated  at  the  Newhaven  Council’s  Steam 
Disinfecting  Station. 

One  case  of  Small-pox  was  notified  and  removed  to  the  Small-pox  Hospital  at 
Sedgebrook.  Stringent  steps  were  at  once  taken  to  prevent  spread  of  the  disease. 
The  other  inmates  of  the  house  were  quarantined  and  provision  made  for  supplying 
them  with  food.  The  premises  were  thoroughly  disinfected  and  cleaned  and  such 
articles  as  could  not  be  properly  disinfected  were  burnt.  House  to  house  inspections 
were  made  and  vaccination  and  re-vaccination  recommended.  Disinfectants  were 
supplied  free. 


Drainage. — The  new  Drainage  Scheme  is  working  very  satisfactorily,  and  no 
cases  of  flooding  in  the  lower  parts  of  the  Town  have  been  reported.  The  extension 
of  the  Outfall  Sewer  further  out  to  sea  was  completed  in  August. 


The  Sewers  are  regularly  flushed,  and  the  ventilation  takes  place  through 
steel  columns  25  feet  high.  All  houses  in  the  District  Avith  the  exception  of  2 
isolated  cottages  are  connected  with  the  seAvers. 


House  Refuse. — Modern  covered  tipping  A^ans  are  employed.  A  Aveekly 
collection  takes  place  throughout  the  District,  and  the  greater  part  of  the  Toaaui  is 
visited  tAvice  a  week.  ]  ,600  tons  of  Refuse  Avere  delivered  at  the  Refuse  Destructor 
during  the  year.  The  Destructor  is  a  tAAnii  cell  Meldrum,  and  is  worked  from 


Monday  morning  to  Friday  evening,  and  occasionally  refuse  is  burnt  on  Saturday. 
Offall  from  the  Slaughter  Houses,  Fishmongers  and  Poulterers  is  disposed  of  when 
brought  to  the  Destructor,  air-tight  tins  being  provided  to  receive  the  offal  when 
the  Destructor  is  not  at  work.  Clinker  and  ash  are  sold  locally  and  old  tins  to 
the  London  Electron  Works.  Water  for  the  boiler  is  obtained  from  a  shallow  tube 
well,  sunk  into  the  chalk,  the  hardness  is  reduced  from  33^  to  10^  by  a  Llassenand 
Hjort  Water  Softening  Plant,  and  the  report  on  the  boilers  is  thoroughly 
satisfactory. 

Water  Supply. — Water  is  laid  on  from  the  mains  of  the  Newhaven  and  Seaford 
Water  Company  to  all  houses  except  six  cottages  on  the  Downs,  where  filtered  rain 
water  is  used.  The  Water  Company’s  well  is  at  Denton  in  the  Newhaven  Rural 
District. 

Mortuary. — The  Council  have  a  plain  Mortuary,  brick  walls,  limewashed,  with 
cement  floor  and  slate  slab,  well  ventilated,  gas  and  water  laid  on,  and  connected 
with  the  sewer. 

Public  Convenience. — Full  accomodation  for  Ladies  and  Gentlemen  is  provided 
at  the  Shelter  Hall  on  the  Parade. 

Sanitary  Certificates. — During  the  past  year  two  Sanitary  Certificates  with 
respect  to  houses  have  been  granted.
